RIOTERS CREATE TROUBLE 


Demonstration Planned by Socialists 


to Coincide With Arrival of British 


Monarch Checked by Use of Sabres 
—Attempts to Tear 
Down 
Flags 


Decorating Buildings 
and 
Omni- 


bueses Frustrated After a Struggle 


Berlin, Feb. 10.—The principal in- 


terest of the first day of the visit of 
Kind Edward and Queen Alexandra 
centered in the speeches of the em- 
peror and the king when proposing 
healths during the course of the gala 
banquet at the imperial palace last 
evening. The utterances of both were 
o£ the most 
cordial 
nature, 
each 


emphasizing the peaceful sentiments 
and the close relationship of the two 
countries. 


The emperor first offered a toast 


to the king and queen. After express- 
ing the sincere pleasure and satisfac- 
tion of the empress and himself and 
his whole house which the visit afford- 
ed them and extendlhg a most cordial 
•welcome to the British sovereigns, 
the emperor referred to the 
ancient 


traditions and the close- ties of rela- 
tionship. He hoped that their stay, 
which unfortunately would be brief, 
would leave only pleasant recollec- 
'ions. 


King Edward in 
reply 
expressed 


thanks on behalf of the 
queen .and 


himself for 
the 
welcome accorded 


them in Berlin. He mentioned'pleas- 
ant recollections of previous visits to 
Kiel, Wilhelhshehe and Cronberg. He 
concluded 
with warmly 
expressed 


wishes for the prosperity of the Ger- 
man .empire, and proposed the health 
of the emperor and empress. 


After tthe dinner the iking and em- 


peror held a reception, .and the em- 
peror bestowed .decorations on the 
members of the king's suite and the 
British embassy. 


The ting received an ovation yes- 


terday afternoon as 
he 
proceeded 


through the principal streets of the 
city in an automobile. 


Socialist demonstrations planned to 


coincide with the arrival of Kind Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra of Eng- 
land were checked only when the po- 
lice, with, drawn sabres, charged,the 
rioters. . 
-. 


The demonstration by the unem- 


ployed began with 'fifteen meetings, 
held in various parts of the city. 


At the conclusion of the meetings 


those present formed In two proces- 
sions with the intention of proceeding 
to the town hall and the palace and 
make demonstrations. . The proces- 
sions were timed to move just as 
King Edward was to reach the palace. 
They succeeded In 
getting 
through 


several streets, hooting and jeering, 
and in a jocular 
spirit 
shouting, 


"Three cheers for the police!" 


Later the demonstrators 
became 


stubborn and refused .to yield, where- 
upon the police drew their sabres. 
The rioters then tried to tear down the 
flags decorating buildings and omni- 
buses, but they were prevented by 
the police, and some of 
them sus- 


tained injuries, while others were ar- 
rested. 


King Edward and Emperor William 


greeted each other heartily, repeat- 
edly kissing each other on tie cheek, 
when they met at the railroad yard. 


RELIEF WORK_CRITIC1ZED 


People.of Messina Lack Food Though 


Ample Funds Are Available 


Boston, Feb. 10.—Considerable dis- 


satisfaction, over the conduct of the 
•work of relieving the earthquake suf- 
ferers by the Italian authorities is ex- 
pressed by a number of Italian resi- 
dents of this city who have just re- 
turned after a fruitless search for the 
bodies of relatives at Messina. 


Several" of the Italians state that 


•while the government seemed to have 
plenty of funds, the 
people 
in 
the 


earthquake section lacked food, and 
that the soldiers gave but little help 
to those who were suffering from, in- 
juries. Very little effort, it Is stated, 
was being made in clearing the streets 
of Messina.

AS SECRETARY OF STATE 


Question Is Raised as to Whether 


Senator Knox Is Eligible 


Washington, Feb. 10.—Much dis- 


cussion has been aroused over a ques- 
tion raised as to whi'Uier Senatoi 
Knox of Pennsylvania, who has been 
selected to be secretary of state in 
the Taft cabinet, is eligible under the 
constitution of the United States to. 
accept the office. 


Attention has been called to sec- 


tion VI, article I, of the constitution, 
which reads as follows: 


"No senator or representative shall, 


during the time for which he was 
elected, be appointed to any civil ot- 
flce under the authority of the United 
States which shall have been created 
or the emoluments whereof shall have 
been increased, during such time." 


During Knox's present term as sen- 


ator the salaries of all cabinet offi- 
cers were Increased from S8000 to 
$12,000 a year. 
As the term of Knox 


does not expire until March 3, 1911, 
two years after the time when hia 
name would be sent by Mr. Taft tc 
the senate for confirmation, the ques- 
tion is asked if Knox will be able 
constitutionally to accept the state 
portfolio. 


Mr. Knox declined to discuss the 


question when the matter was brought 
to his attention.

UNIQUE SYSTEM 


OF GOVERNMENT 


To Be Tried by Newest City In 


Granite State 


Concord, N. H., Feb. 10.—The 


state house of representatives passed 
a-bill providing for a city charter for 
Claremont. 
Up to the last election 


Claremont was the largest town in the 
state, but at that time the citizens 
voted to adopt a city government and 
charter. 


Under the provisions of the charter 


the nsual ward -lines are eliminated 
and officers are elected without regard 
to the section of the city in which they 
reside. Non-partisan politics will ob- 
tain ID the selection of the mayor 
and nine councilmen, in whom the 
city government will be vested. The 
latter serve without pay. 


The mayor Is given the power of ap- 


pointing to office several municipal 
officers who are usually elected by 
the people. 
Some of these officers, 


likewise, will have under their super- 
vision the work of customarily dis- 
tinct departments and have the ap- 
pointive power over them. 


MAY BECOME A VOLCANO 


Famous Mexican Oil Well Begins to 


Throw Out Volcanic Matter 


Mexico City, Feb. 10.—The famous 


oil well knowrt as th'e 
Dos Bosas, 


which for months shot a column of 
flames and smoke into the air for 
many hundreds of feet, has turned 
into a geyser, and fears are enter- 
tained that eventually the well, which 
for so long has furnished a grant 
spectacle of the powers of nature, 
may become an active volcano. 


The first evidences of 
this- were 


made apparent Tuesday when, in ad- 
dition to the great volume of boiling 
water which is lifted heavenward at 
the rate of 25,000 gallons each twenty- 
four hours, a large quantity of vol- 
canic stone was thrown out.

Representative Rainey of Illinois in 
the house about two weeks ago, criti- 
cizing President Obaldia of Panama, 
according to a letter sent by Secre- 
tary of SXate Bacon to C. C. Ares- 
mena, minister from Panama, In re- 
ply to a protest by the latter made by 
direction of the minister's govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Bacon's letter is as follows: 
"The president directs me to Say ID 


answer to your communication that 
the remarks complained of were made 
in the-house of representatives. 
Un- 


der our constitution we 
have, 
for 


what we regard as wise reasons, pro- 
vided that for any speech or debate in 
either house they (the senators and 
representatives) shall not be ques- 
tioned in any other place. 


"This provision we regard as es- 


sential to secure full liberty of speech 
to the elected representatives of th€ 
people; and we feel that such liberty 
ol speech should be preserved, even 
though it may occasionally be abused. 


"It ought to be understood, how- 


ever, that the utterances of individual 
members are not to be taken aa ex- 
pressing the views either of the gov- 
ernment of the United States or of the 
house in which such 
remarks 
are 


made. As regards the statements in 
question, 
made by 
Representative 


Rainey, the president attached so lit- 
tle importance to them that he had not 
even read them until your protest 
came.

body of this government, and this 
with the declared purpose of induc- 
ing action by the house to influence 
the action of the national assembly of 
Panama.

Kittredge took oc- 
casion to say that the canal commit- 
tee disapproved of the proposed issue 
of bonds, and he read a statement of 
the expenditures on account of the 
canal showing that to date they have

The tone and temper of the senate's 


reception of the Kittredge report in- 
dicated clearly that a determined at- 
tack is to be made on the whole con- 
duct of the canal business.

who live In the towns. Given a suffi- 
cient foundation of material well be- 
ing, the influence of t!;e farmers and 
formers' wives on their children be- 
<:omes tbe factor of first importance 
In determining th£ attitude of the nest 
generation toward farm life. 
The 


farmer should realise th:;t the person 
who most needs consideration on tbe 
farm Is his wife. I do not in the least 
mean that she should purchase case at 
the expense of duty. Neither man nor 
woman Is really happy cr really useful 
snve on condition of doing His or her 
duty. If tbe woman shirks her duty 
as housewife, ns home keeper, as the 
mother whose prime function it Is to 
bear and rear a sufficient number of 
healthy children, then she is not en- 
iltled to our regard. But If she docs 
her 'duty she Is more entitled to our 
regard even than the man who does 
his duty, and tbe man should show 
special consideration for her 7ieeds. 


I warn my countrymen that the 


great recent progreK.s inr.de iu city life 
la not a full measure of our civilisa- 
tion, for our civilization rc-sls ::t bot- 
tom on the wbolcsomciioss. the attrac- 
tiveness and the completeness as well 
as the prosperity of life In the country. 
The men and women on the farms 
stand for what Is fundamentally best 
and most needed irj our American Ilfe. 
TJpon the development of country life 
rests ultimately our ability by Ectb- 
ods of farming requiring the highest 
intelligence to continue to feed and 
clothe the hungry nations, to supply 
Hie city with fresh blood, clean bodies 
find clear brains that can endure the 
terrific strain of modern life. "We need 
the development of men In the open 
country, who will be In the future, ns 
In tbe past, the stay and stronrMi of 
the nation In time of war and Its guid- 
ing nnd controlling spirit la time of 
peace.

day morning were round lying- dead iu 
the room they had luken in the Curxou 
Hotel. The woman was shot through 
the hear: and head, the man through 
the. head. 
Around about the woman's 


head white and red Mowers were ar- 
ranged in the shape of a cross. 
On. 


a black-bordered card displayed on the 
mantel-piece, so it would catch the 
eye of anybody entering the room, 
were written the words: 


"To the memory of the best and 


bravest woman who ever was borii. 
The only way." 


Various arrangements in tho room 


indicated that ihe couple had decided 
to die together, and that the woman 
assisted the man in making prepara- 
tions for death. 


The most remarkable features of 


their story are detailed in tho series 
of documents read at the inquest. A 
letter from Roberts to Elsie, Hitch- 
cock's sister is as follows: 


"1 met your dear sister Elsie some 


three months ago, and love her as no 
man ever could or has. Having left 
my firm of business after many years, 
and being unable to obtain other em- 
ployment such as would 
make 
a 


home for me and my dear one, and be- 
ing unable to part, we have decided 
to die together. She, poor child, makes 
the most terrible and awful sacrifice 
any woman could make 
in coming 


with me. 
She comes because she 


knows 1 want her—because she feels 
that she cannot live without me—and 
to try to comfort me in coming. 


''Believe me, she is the noblest and 


best woman ever born—worthy of any 
man's love, honor, and respect; and, 
in acting as she has now, 1 know her 
to be the most loving woman it is 
possible to imagine. 


"We came down here last evening 


and have spent twenty-four hours of 
the most complete happiness together, 
and we die together to-night. 


"Believe me, your dear Elsie is the 


best, purest woman living, and thai, 
though the world may judge hardly, it 
is the first time that, she, poor child, 
has ever strayed from the path 
of 


righteousness and truth, and this is 
ouly to make me happy., Ever her 
whole life has been one desire to help 
others, irrespective of the cost to her- 
self. 


"Dear Elsie is not wholly happy, 


but she i;-. not unhappy so long as we 
go together. 
Never think hardly of 


her. 
I don't presume to ask your for- 


giveness for myself—that can never 
be—but do your utmost io uphold El- 
sie's good 
name 
and honor. 
She 


knows not sin. and her sacrifice is for 
the man she loves. 


"\Ve went over to the little church 


at Rotiingclean and knelt at God's al- 
:?.r and prayed for forgiveness, and 
that, in His eyes. He would consider 
that our real love had made us siand 
as married. \Vo both though! of you 
and prayed God to comfort you ;ind 
all those we have left behind. 


"Please see to it. that she is burie'l
